A nation-wide network 
will be set up using HF (mainly 7060 Khz SSB) plus the 2 meters band, and packet for this 
purpose. The opening ceremony at the new Hua Mark Stadium on December 6th will be 
presided over by His Majesty King Bumipol (HS1A) who is also the Patron of RAST. A total of 
43 countries will participate in the games. The special event callsign HS98AG will be used 
during the period to publicize the event. The QSL manager is HS1CKC.

T30/T31/T32/T33 NEWS (DLI1VU trip). This information is courtesy of Tuck, KH6DFW 
(T32BI). Tuck has a daily schedule with Phil, T320, who currently has DL1VU and DJSIW
